He ap- 
pears to bea Child that is lively, and of Ingenious Features. a 
C ‘ountenance is {weet and mild ; his Eyes very brisk, and fomewhat 
lareer CE think) than Ordin nary. He was born at Leerarden jn Fri i 
land, where Montieur L? Abady had his Soctety. His Pare ats Necis 
las Ke as and Anna Cappel, feem to be both plain and m«: delt | Perions, 
and are of the referm’d Religion. They were not forward to extol 
their C ‘hild: but on the cc ontrary. the Mother being feveral times ask’d 
by mec and two Gentlemen, my Friends, {peaking her own Language, 
whether fhe had obferv’ d any thing Extraordinary or S \pernatu- 
raj, either in the manner of his birth, or in any thing fince that to 
this very time 2? Anfwer’d us, That he was like othe + Children, this 
only excepted; that ts, the Appearance of certain Letters on both 
his ‘Eyes, 5 brew and Latin, which had been early obferv’d in his 
infa ncy. Now having examin’d his Eyes, I could pretty well dif- 
cern the Latin C -apitals in his Right Eye, making thefe two Words, 
DEUS MEWS; only the E in both was not alt: »gether fo plain 
as I coul. wih, But you know that my Eyes are but weak: and 
others. thac are of a fharper Sight, may perhaps fee what I cannot. 
1 was indeed moft curious to rob! rve his Lett Eyez but my Succets 
was not fuch as inthe former. You know that the jews have feveral 
Manners of Writing : and Tam nor skill?’d enough tn them all, to 
give you my sa, age either for or againft whac I hear fome ot the 


Fews themfelves -s hav eafferted, concerning the Infeription, or Chara-

ters inthis Eye. Belides, the continual-and fwift Motion of the 
Eye, the Inverlion of the Characters, the Weaknefs of my own 
Sight, and the Darknefs of the Weather, in which I made my Ob- 
fervation, being forced to make ufe of a Candle, did all contribute 
to leffen my Satisfaction in that, wherein my Curiofity was mott 
earneft. For truly I could not make out any Word, either in the 
Chaldean and prefent Biblical Letter, or in the old Hebreo-Samari- 
tan: and of the Rabbinical Alphabets Iam no Judge. I thought in- 
deed that there was difcernible an Aleph, as al(oa Jod in the firit: 
But they did not teem to me to be very exactly drawn. It is faid 
that the Word which is there writtenis 4 DONATI o ADONIT, 
(9378) i.e. Ady Lord: and this is attelted by fome that I would 
not fufpect. It it be fo, I am apt to think that the Letters will 
erow more diltinct, as he thall grow up in Years; and that efpect- 
ally, becaufe at firtt they were hardly at all, or but very little dilce- 
verable. 

As tor the Caufes of this wonderful Appearance and Signature, 
(for fuch ] mutt own it, notwithftanding it may not be all, that 
{ome would have it ) whence and how it fhould come to be. in fuch 
a tender and delicate Part as the Eye; how without all manner of 
Hindrance to the Sight of it ; and tor what Ends it is detign’d ; I am 
not unwilling to tell you my Senfe of the Thing, fo far as I have an 
Apprehention thereot : but far be it from me, to prefume hereby 
to obtrude iny Thoughts upon you, or upon any One, which can be 
here but littl more than timple Conjectures. As fuch I offer them ; 
and it thefe curfory and imperfect Thoughts, which I had much ra- 
ther call the Seeds of Thought only, (and which I know not yet how 
to receive as My Own;) may but aftord youa little Diverfion, tho’ they 
cannot give you fo much of real Satisfaction, as were indeed to be 
with’d, I thall not altogether repent my having now written to you, 
upon an Head that is (at leatt) very Curious and Preternatural. But 
it thefe Stri¢tures may be of any true Advantage, tho’ even but acci- 
dentally ; and may excite your felfto think more maturely hereup- 
- and to rectifie me wherein I have deviated, I fhall be extreamly 
glad. 
~ TF mouft.then,have proceeded cither from Chance,or from Art.or from 
Imagination, or trom Ajtral Influcnces, or laftly from the Immediate Finger 
of GOD, It cannot, I think, be fo much as pretended to have 
proeeeded from any, blit one of thefe Five Caufes. From Chance, 
which {ome by a hner Word do call the Ludicrous Sport of Nature, and 
fometimes abfolutely Natere it felf, it can never be {uppos’d to have 
been ettected, without sunning into all the Abfurdities, and ma- 
nifeft Contradictions of the Fpzcurcan Hypothefis, which you very 
well know. To fuppofe that it has been produced by Art, is no 


lefs Vain and Frivolous: and as it would moft certainly have been 7 . 
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detected long before this, having been feen before feveral Courts, 
and now publickly fhewn to as many as come; {fo I mutt needs think 
it i¢ had been a Contrivance, or fome fecret Artificial Invention, for 
the fake of Gain, it would have been made more plain and diltinct, 
than really it is at prefent. Betides, there are all the figns in the 
World of its beingNatural ; and not the leatt chat I, or any other that 

know, could difcern of its being Otherwife. Of this every one may 
eatily fatishe himfelt. I believe he has a very penetrant Sight ; which 
can’t confift with any Artifice in this Matter ; for a Perfon coming into 
the Chamber, having but One Eye, while I was there, he imme- 
diately pitch’d upon him, and faid in Dutch, that there camea Man 
vith one Eye. And other Obfervations he did appear to make ot 
every one that came in, and even at a diitanice. 

To fay that it proceeded from the Jmagination of one or other of 
the Parents, if not of both of them, may appearat firft a pretty Plau- 
 fible Affertion: but is wholly Precarious, Ungrounded and Incompe- 
tent. For how great foever may be the Powers of Imagination, 

which I difpute not 3 they cannot work where there is no Room. tor 
them. Now in this Cafe, there could be no Room tor the Imaginative 
Vowers in either of the Parents,they being both Hliterate Perfons ; and 
{o could not Imagine That, whereof they could have no Senfible Idea, 
or External Impreilion. Nor in the Fatas ic felt, much lefs, which 
could not receive any Images, but through the Mother, fo long as it 
was inthe Womb. Nay, even granting the Imagination of the Mo- 
ther, there is not a Capacity in the Fates, of admitting all the Ima- 
ees which pafs through her: But there ave certain Conditions re- 
quir’d'to a durable Impretfion of them; as likewife to the very firlt 
tmpreflion: And of thefe.L think, not any one can be alledg’d, in the 
prefent Cafe, without manifold abfurd Confequences. But waving all 
thefe, it may be even queltion’d, not without all Reafon, whether 
upon Suppotition of the utmoft united Force of the Imagination in 
both the Parents, it be poffible to account for a Signature im- 
prefs’d in this part, and of this Nature: it being in a part not. fo fu- 
{ceptive probably of Images, before it be excited by the Light ot 
this World; and of a Nature of which, no parallel Initance can 
hitherto, fo far as I know, be given in any part. 

From Ajtral Influences (if there are any fuch) the Shite will be no 
Better, than any of the Former. This Suppolition is certainly the 
moft Extravagant that can be thought on :. And has all the Debili- 
ties (to ufe their own Term) of the rett, befides the Odnets of it. For 
not to Contradict thefe Gentlemen as to theTruth of their Art.1 will 

eadily fubmit that the Heaveis are ina good Senfe the Book of God, 
and that the Stars and Planets are as fo many Letéers in this Book: 
yet Ican never Learn, tho” Some have even pretended to give us 

thelr 
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> 
their Alphabet, that there is, or ever. was feen,- or pretetided to be 
{een, fo much as one Roman Letter in-this whole Book : And I wil! 
own my felt extreamly miftaken, it thefe Letters: which they have 
Juvented, are more like the Celettial Bodies, than the Stars, which 
compote the Firlt Sign in the Zodiack, are like a Ram, or thole that 
compote the Second, a ball, And Jet the Ethuxes ot the Stars Con- 
duce never fo much to the Difpotition or Life of the Child, yet all 
the Angles that they can make, may not be fufhicient to. produce the 
Character of any one Letter, and to Seal it after this Manner. 

[t therefore remains, that this cannot be but the Product of the 
Immediate Finger and Operation of God: And if it be, then it may 
not be unfit to Inquire, what potlibly may be the Meaning of it, and 
what the Ends which the Divine Majetiy would have us to under- 
fgand, and look to 2. Lwell know indzed, that there is a fort of Peo- 
ple who make the Dew! fo much the God of this World, that they 
will be continually fuppoting that he has a great deal more to do 
in it. than the True G O D and Creator of it; And will give tar more 
heed to the Powers of Sorcery and Witcheraft, than they will to the 
Powers of the World to come, or to any Thing that may more Emi- 
nently fet torth and demonttrate, the actual Interpotition of the Su- 
preme Governor ot the World. And fome of thefe may perhaps go 
{o far as to imagine, that all this may be but a Trick of Sutun, and 
the Eiicct of fome very firong Enchantment, and Dedication in the 
Womb to this Black Prince ; to whom it is tamiliar to Counterteit 
and affume the Names of GOD. But with their good leave this is 
abiurd with a Witnefs: And to every fuch Advocate tor Lucifir’s 
Principality, and Royal Prerogatives Here, it may be truly faid, Ox: 
of thine oxen Mouth I will convince thee. Shall it for an Attainted and 
Proterib’d Rebel, be free upon all Occafions to exert Sovereign Acts, 
and {hall it not tor the King himfelf be fo, even upon an Extraordi- 
nary Occation and Crifis, which in the prefent Cafe there are not 
wanting Reatons to induce us toa Beliet ot ? 

Put this falls all under the Contideration of the Third Pretended 
Caute of this Effect, which is the Imagination: It being, as I conceive, 
utterly Impolfible tor the Devil to produce any Real Exfects in Nature. 
or to work any otherwife thin through a Vitiated Imagination ; or 
than by Natural Agents irregularly and unduly Applicd. So thar 
this muft have been, if at all, from and by the /magination allo of the 
Parents, as impregnated by this Corrupter of Nature: the Abfurdi- 
ty of which I_ have before in its Place endeavour’d to thew ; and 
have given at lealt fome Hints, which may be turther deduced. 

Now if this be indeed, Truly and Immediately, an Enect of the 
Divine Finger in Nature; the Ends of it mutt tor certain be more than 
Ordinary. To imagine Otherwite, would be to think but very Meanly 
of the Divine Being. Whether thefe may refpect the Child himfelf, ot 

not,

not, will not be very Eafieto Determine ; efpecially at Prefent. Some of 
the Jews are {aid to calt theic Eyes upon him, as if ne were likely 
to be Great in the World: And if they fhould faacy him for their 
Meffias, now moft Earnelily Expeéted among them, it would not 
bea greater Miracle than many that have befallen them. Some are 
apt to think he may be that Perfon defign’d in the Zurke/h S»y, who, 
according to the Prediction of one at Ajtracan, was to begin to appear 
in England in the Year 1700: for which his coming hicher about the 
End of the {aid Year, doth ferve to give fome ground of Conjecture. 
And various other Sentiments, or rather Imaginations, there are, I 
hear, about Him. But 1 wonder that none have vet made him to be 
that moft Eminent Perfon and Retormer of Religion, which the 
Emperor Sigifmond taid, he had received a Promife of trom God, 
in a manner that was Miraculous: and wrote to the Pope, detiring 
that a Council might be call’d upon the fame, to Contider of the 
beit Methods, to oblige both the Laity and Clergy, to fubmit them- 
{elves to the Orders of this Prophet and Prieft,whenever he thould ap- 
pear who thould be diltinguithed by his Eyes whence alio he thou’d be 
nam’d: In Memory whereof the faid Emperor hath lett two In- 
{criptions in two Tables of Brafs, faid to be hanging to this Day in 
the great Church of Preséurg ; the one Infcription in Latin, and the 
other in German; reporting the Tenour of what betel him. and 
what he begg’d of Potterity to believe and do in this Cafe ; a Co- 
py whereof was fometime iince tranfmitted to me bya Minilter of 
State in the Empire. But which I have not at prefent at hand. 
Yet I think i miftake not in any material Particular. 

Buc whatever of this Nature can be conjectur’d concerning 
this Child, feems to me molt wide from the Point. And I can- 
not fee the leat neceifity to Conclude trom this Strange In{cription, 
that there mutt be fomewhat fo Prodigious and Extraordinary in 
him, as Fancy is ready to fuggeft. It ts poifible that he may be fet 
up asa Type or Figure, or as a Publick Sign of fomewhat Great and 
Miraculous, which God will bring to pafs in the World. And 
when he fhall have been made ufe of for this, he may be called a- 
way into Eternity: Without making any greater ftir in the World, 
than Others that are not fo Diftingutthed ; and perhaps without ma- 
king half fo much as fome. And thus we read, that in the time 
of the Prophet [f/aiab, there were Two Children rais’d up by God, 
within a very little while of one another, as moft High and Glorious 
Types of what he detign’d to bring to pafs in the Church ; one of 
them Named Maher-(balal-hafh-baz, the other Named Immanuel + of 
neither of whom yet we find any thing that was Memorable. This 
is not at all difagreeable to the Methods of Providence. However, 
ifit fhould pleafe the Divine Wifdom to Appear there more Remark: 
ably, where he has Imprinted fuch a vifible Mark of Himtelf, I 

hope 
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hope I thould be none of the laft to Rejoice at it, and to Blefs his 


Name for fuch his Appearance. 

N OW, as_to the Ketlections which I am apt to make, upon the 
Detign of the Divine Wifdom in this Cafe, they are iuch as thefe.

There 
are many Prophecies among the Vulgar, of the Lion of the North ; and 
fome even among the Learn’d, of a certain Cothick Sibyl, which be- 
gin to be vamp’d up, upon thefe his late Signal sucefles. But I 
wou'd not trouble you with fuch Trifles. The Name of the Great 
Guftavus is {till frefh: And may revive in Him poflibly even more 

Hlutirioufly and Succefsfully. 

And here I cannct but tell you what I heard in Isa/y frou a Phyfi- 
clan,

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cian, who, ashe told me Himfelf, fucceeded for fome time Count 
Wenceflaus.in the Emperor’s Laboratory, and had been Obliged to 
fly thence upon a Quarrel. He was by Birth a Sélefian, and by Reli- 
gion a Proteftant, and feem’d well acquainted with feveral fecret Par- 
ticulars, and Intrigues. He told me that it wascertain, that Gujta- 
vus Adolphus, King of Sweden, was at firlt Ailfifted in his Expedition 
for the Liberties of the Proteftants in Germany by an unknown Friend: 
and that he had a good quantity of Artijicial Gold given him, which 
he Coined for his Ufe ; being Better (as He faid) and weightier than 
the Natural. And that he might not feem Willing, that I fhould Be- 
lieve him barely upon his Word, he prefently took out of his Poc- 
ket a {mall Piece of Gold, with this Infcription:

This he faid was in Memorial of what was then given him, being 
in the Year 1634. when this wascoin’d. It had the Weight of a 
Venetian Zequin, which I tried, but was not quite fo Large, nor fo 
Thick. The Truth is, I cannot tell what to make of it, or underftand 
why this Great Prince fhould put_upon his Coin, two fuch Cha- 
racters of Sulphur and Mercury: of whom we do not find that he 
was ever addicted to Chymittry, or to fuch fort of Refearches.

FOR the Artificial Regeneration of Plants, or at leaft for the Re- 
prefentation and Prefervation of their Images, there have not 
been wanting fome Iuftances fince the Great Improvements of Ex-

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perimental Philofophy ; which have been {0 well atteited, as hardly 
to admit of a Doubt. But concerning the Regeneration of Animals, 
whether Natural or Artificial, there has been nothing hitherto Pro- 
duced or Manifetted to the World, betide forme crude and undigetted 
Fables, Thus I have heard it contidently reported by Some, that Pe- 
trus ef Adono, who is faid to have becn the Author of thefe Magi- 
cal and Hieroglyphical Chara¢ters in the great Hall of Paditz, did 
underttand this Art, even to the Degree of Regeneration of himfelt 
after Death ; but that all was Marr’d by the Unskilfulnefs of the O- 

x perator, not obferving precifely his Matter’s Directions. -And much 
of this kind, is the Story of E/macinws the Arabian, which he tells of 
the Great Zoroaffer, concerning the Manner in which he would give 

, his Fielh to be fed on, and his Blood to be drunk by his Ditciples ; 
upon which they indeed Boil?d him toa Jelly in an huge Copper, 
and fo Banquetted upon Him, and quaft’d off the Liquor in Bowls ; 
that fo their Lives might be mingled with His, and they might be 
One with Him, being in this Senfe made Flefh of his Flefh, and Blood 
ot his Blood. 

Thefe, and fome other fuch Tales, how Trifling and Ridiculous 
focver, with the Jewifh Fable, or (rather) Parable of the Bone Liz, 
do at leaftwife impart to the Minds of many Perfons an Aptnefs to 
Believe, that there may be fome Principle of Vitality {till remaining 
i the Body, after the withdrawing of the Soul by Death, which may 
be in it as the Seed of a future Returrection. How far they may be 
in the Right, or Otherwife, I {hall not undertaketo Determine. Yet 
it there be a Regenerating Seed which remains ina Plant, and which 
canbe Excited; I do not fee the Impofhbility, or any great Abfurdi- 
tv, of there betng tuch a Seed alfo in an Animal, that mutt remain 
iitand with tts Body: tho’ it it be pothible to excite it, it muft needs 
be exceedingly more difficult. 

Now that tt is not altogether Impoffible to Excite this Seed of 
Animals, bya Re-union of their Con ftituent Principles, in fome of the 
tntcriour Kinds, this following Expcriment will make good; ha-*- 
ving been actually tried in the Laboratory of the Prince de Liechenftein, 
where there has been feen a Generation of Philofophical shrimps to 
{tart up in a Matter of a Cuarter of an Hour, and to grow even vibbly 
to the Eye, upon the Table in a Bafon of warm Water. The Manner 
of the Operation is truly Tedious and Nice, in order to prepare the 
ipeciticating Matter for this Generation. But becaufe it is a Subject 
which I think fo very Curious, and feeing allo it may ferve to Elu- 
cidate the Refiwreétion of the Body Philofophically, and that too of 
the Identical Body, Limagine to my felf that the Communication 
hereof will not be wholly unacceptable, nor altogether without Pro- 
fit. The Manner was this. 
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Our Operator took about Two or Three Hundred Shrimps, and he 
put them into a large Glafs Bolthead, to which he curioufly luted his 
Blind Head, fo that there could be no Refpiration at all: And then 
{et it to Putrifte for Forty Days; in which time it was reduced as 
into a Limus. After this, he Dittill’d the fame in a Fire of Afhes, ac- 
cording to Art, till he had brought over all its Phlegm, together 
with its Mercurial Spirit: which he kept well ftopp’d up ina Vial. 
And then he proceeded to take out the Matter remaining at the Bot- 
tom; which having carefully put intoa Retort, and Luted thereto 
very Exactly its Recipient, he fet upon aSand Fire: and fo dittilled 
thence the Sulphureous Spirit in form of a Yellow Oil, which finunk 
mightily. ThisFetid Oil, he then Digetted for Fifteen Days, or there- 
about : and after that Rectify’d -it in Balneo, feparating thence ts 
Phlegm, or Dead Water. Which Phlegm he cati not away, but Di- 
getted it per fe for the Space of Ten Days more: and then Dittill'd it 
alfo in Balneo, Ufque ad ficcitatem. That which remain’d at the Bot- 
tom, he gather’d up, and join’d to that which did remain in the 
Bottom of the Retort: and then drove it over again in a Sand Furnace, 
that he might draw thence the reft of the Oil or Sulphur of Nature. 
Afterward he took out the Caput Mortuum, when he found he could 
get no more over, and fet it to Calcine ina Crucible that was moft 
clofely Luted. Whereby having reduced it into Afhes, he pour’d 
thereon fuch a Quantity of his White Waters, as did cover them a- 
bout the Breadth of Four Fingers. This Calx with the faid Wa- 
ters, he Digefted in Balneo for Three Days, ina Long Neck well 
fealed. Then by Inclination he Decanted all his Water, that was 
Impregnated with its Sait, and continued thus to do fo long, till all 
his Water was finifh’d, and till the Fix’d Sale was alfo Extracted, 
and commixed with its Volatil and Mercurial Salt. 

Latt of all, he took his Oil or Sulphur, which he had before Re¢ti- 
fy’d, and put it to his Animated Water: and then was there a Con- 
junétion made of the Three Natural Principles; that is, Body, Soul, 
and Spirit; without the Lofs of Subftance. Which he gently Deco- 
Cted inan Athanor, as by a Natural Fire, until there was made both 
a Conjundtion and Fixation of the Three Phytical Confituent-Prin- 
ciples, in form of a White Salt, which is the Univerfal Principle, 
wherein the Philofophical Regeneration of Shrimps doth contift,. and 
from whence it proceeds ; of which, if a Little be caft into warm Wa- 
ter, it doth caufe thefe Small Animals immediately to {pring forth, 
and grow in the manner defcrib’d. The like Experiment may be 
made, in any of the leffer and imperfect forts of Animals. But to this. 
there is both Indutiry and Diligence requir’d. And this being an 
Experiment that is only Luciferous, not Lucriferous, 1 am afraid thar. 
both will be very much Abated, except in them, who Purely and Dit- 
intereffed]y feek the Manifefiation of the Wonders of GOD and 
Nature. 2 This 
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This ftrange Account, was firft Communicated in the Year 
1693. by a German Phyfician, than in Italy, being a Perfon of Learn- 
ing and Veracity, to One concern’d in this prefent Undertaking.

The Abdication or Refignation of Gochofredus Arnoldus, 
late Profeffor of Hiftory Civil and Excleftaftical, in the U- 
niverfity of Gieflen. 


GOrhofredus Arnoldus, {o Eminent for his many Learned and Cu- 
rions Writings, was lately in the Univerfity of Gieffen, in the 
Landtgraviat of Hiffn-Darniftadt, Profeflor of Civil and Eccletiafti- 
cal Hittory, with no finall Applaufe: But, all of a fudden, we hear 
of his firange Retirement from the Univertity, and his Refignation 
fo wholly Unaccountable, as was matter of furprize, to all that have 
known him either Perfonally, or by his Books, molt of which are 
Written in the German Language. ”Twas this, that obliged him to 
Publith his Naked Conféffon, and therein to give an Account of the 
Reafons of his So Doing: Which, Inttead of Abating the Wonder 
of the World, has but ferved the more to Increafe it. However, the 
Acceptation which it hath met with from Many, and the Curious 
Defire of Others, to be Informed of the Occation of this his Abdica- 
tion of the World, and his conceived Averfion to the Academical 
Manner of Life and Literature, have already given It a matter of 
Six Editions. And the great Stirs that have been, and are, in the 
Empire upon the Account of his Eccleftaftical Hiftory, fo as to be 
Complained of to the Diet at Ratisbon, and Protelted for by the 
Brandenburg Ambaflador, do very much excite many to Look into, 
and Examine the Grounds of his Proceedings. We are hopeful that 
we fhall be able hereafter to give the Publick a full Catalogue of 
his Writings : In,the mean time, the Names of fuch of them as are 
come to our Knoyatedge, here follow.

The Thoughts of an Indian Heathen, upox fome moft Diffi- 
cult and Perplexed Subjects pertaining to Religion, which 
he declar’d in a Conference with a Swedifh Minifter, 
front whofe Minutes they were Extratted. 


N the Year 1697, there was a Miffion of Three Swedi(h Minifters 

into America, tor the Converlion of the Heathens, under the Pro- 
tection and Favour of their late King Charles XI. of that Name. The 
Names of Two ot them, we are at prefent, for fome Reafons, oblig’d 
to pafs over; but the Third wascall’d Mr. Jonas Aurehns They are Per- 
fons of much Worth, and not unknown to feveral in this City of 
London. They planted themfelves near the River Sufquabanah, 
about which, there ufes to be a great Concourfe of the Indians, from 
the Foreit or Woodlands onthe other fide of that River, and Bor- 
dering on the Provinces of Maryland, Penfylvania, and Virginia. 
Here they diftributed among the Indians, Bibles in their own Language ; 
ot which, they had brought over with them a good Number. But 
wanting the Advantage, of being able to Difcourfe them in their 
Mother-Tongue, at firft they could make but final! Progrefs in their 
Detign ; being fain to reft contented with this Dittribution of the 
Books, and fome Occafional Difcourfes by an Interpreter, that was. 
not always very Skilful. However, they had not remain’d long, 
here, betore a clofe Conference was brought about, betwixt one ot 
thefe Minifters, Mr. Awreba by Name, and an Indian, concerning 
whofe Name or Character, we have not been able to Learn an 
thing ; it was held near Newca/tle, towards the forefaid River: Ad- 
vice of this Conference we had by Letters of the 7th of March latt, 
that Arriv’d in Avzaft; and the Particulars thereof were conhrm’d 
by a Merchant that is come from Maryland, and now in Holland, 
who was acquainted with the Minifter, and had the Relation from 
his own Mouth: As alfo by a Student of Divinity, and a Swede, 
who receiv’d from him the Minutes, of what was fpoken by this 
Heathen on this Occafion: Concerning which the Reader may be 
pleas’d to take Notice, that they were written by Mr. aren, 


(ome time after the Conference was over; which. may be in part | 
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the Caufe, why the Stile feems to have fo Mtetle of the Indian Air : 
ef{pecially, contidering it isthe Senfe chiefly that is here reprefented, 
not the exact manner of expreffing it. Add to this, that the Indian 
may alfo very well be fuppofed to have look’d,at leatt,into the Scrip- 
tures: Being a Man, as appears, of no ordinary Genius. 


Concerning his own future State and Condition, and that of his 
Nation and Kindred after the Fleth, living in Paganifm, this Indian, 
adrefiing himtelt to the Interpreter, not without fome degree of Ear- 
nefine(s, thus exprefs’d himtzli, VVbat ! VVould be bave all Hea- 
thens, as fuch, with their Parents and Predeccffors, and all befides the 
Chrijtians, to be altogether Damn’d, and withont all hope of Salvation ? 
If fo, bis Sentiment is both Cruel and Rath, For do we not know, 
continued he, that our Parents and Predeceffors, as well as our Selves. 
have been in that Hope, that by Well Doing they (hould be acceptable to 
God ; and (hould after Death enter into a State of Foy and Blifs ¢ And 
therefore it is, that with fo great Alacrity and Fervour of Soul, we 
feek to pleafe bim by the Integrity of our Lives. But fhall we, notwith- 
ftanding, with our Forefathers, be in all this difappointed ? Or, is all in 
Vain that we can do ? I think not fo. For VVe believe and truft, that 
our Good God, will not fuffer Any that are of an Upright Spirit, and 
of a true Heart, to be difappointed in that ory which he bath put in- 
to them, For the Hope that is put into us by Him, bath in it a real 
Subfiftence ; nor doth it fall to Kuin, or cvanifh ; as it would for cer- 
tain, if it were but the ne ages of our own Faculties and Powers, Far 
be it from us to fay, that the Teftimony of God can be made Void. 

As touching Divine Revelation, without denying the Truth of 
the Scriptures we Chriftians poffefs, or entring into the Controver- 
fie about them, thus he delivered his Thoughts. Doth this Chriftian 
then think, that God doth not reveal to every Man, what may be fuf- 
ficient to him for his Salvation? VVill he admit no other Revelation 
befide that which is contained in the Word of God, according to him ? 
shence then is it that we know, that ’tis pleafing to God, that we do 
well ? Vivbence is it that we have our Hope? Verily thefe Things have 
not been made known to us by any Written Word: Neither are we 
otherwife arrived to a Senfe of thm by the Inftruction of Strangers, Is 
is purely from our Good God, that the Revelation hereof has Toon made 
tous. Now if it be from him, it muft on that very account alone be 
Sufficient. For we believe this to be a neccffary Condition of the Divine 
Acts, that they be Sufficient and Salutary, that is, able to bring to Sal- 
vation, Otherwife, what would it avail, or what Good would thence 
accrue, if the Divine Acts were infufficient ? VVere this fo, then would 
not thefe enter into Torment, after the Death of the Body, who live wicked- 
ly here: as it is our Belief that they fhall, ina future State, be tormen- 
ted without Ceafing : Since it would be a piece of Cruelty, There to pu- 
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nifh and Torment, where there was no way of Efcape, nor any Door 
open for Life and Salvation, Our mind is, that All are {ufficiently I!- 
luminated ; but that it is of the VVill of God folely, and not of Neecf- 
fity in the Affair of Salvation, that to Some be reveals Himfeiz in this 
VV ay, and to Others in Another ; and that to Thcfe, more Things, ta Thof? 
Fewer are manifefted. Now therefore, for as much as fome fay, that they 
have the VVord of God; the Difference between them and us doth not 
confift in the Affair or Matter of Salvation it felf, which is fuficicnt'y 
offer’d to Both: But in the peculiar Manner and Degree of the K-vela- 
tion; which Manner or Degree, as it is the more Eminent and I lufivions 
to them, / 0 have they thereby fo much the more. froportionabl jsto geve an 
Account for, If God willeth indeed that we fhould be fawd, and would 
have us, as we are told by the Chriftiaas, bave all the necdtul Know- 
ledge to Salvation, even as much as we ave tuld is Needful, cirtain'y 
bis Goodac{s would never have defirr’d fo long, to have given us a Dif- 
covery thereof: Concerning bis Will, we do not doubt in a Maitir that 
is fo Neceffary : And to imagin that be hath not- Power, to do berein ac- 
cording to all bis Will, 2s @ Thought as Abfurd, as it is Bla{ph:mous. 
For there cannot be a greater Abfurdity and blafphemy, than to affirt 
that it is impoffible for the Deity to Reveal Himfelf Equally to all Men, 
together and at once; or than to think, that He hath not Good VVill e- 
nough to do it, if it were abfolutely needful to their Happine{s. Many 
Things are delivered down in VVyritings : But are they all True ? Sup- 
pofe that thefe are True, which the Chriftians have delivered to them in 
VVriting ; yet being given to Them, unto us they don’t appertain, Vie 
muft be otherwife enlightned, and that Revelation which we have is {uf- 
ficient for Us. Such Lhings as God is willing to Manifeft and Reveal, 
he can do it without the Help of Man: Nor doth he {tand in need of 
the Teftimony of Man. 

Of the Divine Providence (a Point fo Intricate, and fo Perplex’d 
with the Difputes of the Learn’d) this American Heathen, thus Dif- 
courfed. This Chriftian, faid he to the Interpreter, well not deny, I 
think, that we Gentils are the VVork of God: And that God doth take 
the greateft Care of his VVork is what we do believe. For to what End 
fhould be have created us, if be would not have taken Care of us, and 
provided well for us? To fay, that God has permitted us to fali into an 
Errour, for fo great a {pace of Iime, and without Kcmedy on our Part, 
is no lefs, than to blacken the very Divine Being, with the Imputation of 
Tyranny. VVe have better Thoughts, and a bettcr Conception of our 
Good God than fo: And we fhould think him to Blafpheme, who teach- 
eth otherwife. If be takes Care in that which is le{s, and of infiriour 
Moment ; fure much lefs will be omit it, in that which is Greater, and 
of much higher Moment. By his Care it is brought to pafs, that from 
the Beginning, and from Time immemorial, through many Generations, 
eren until thefe very Times, our Name hath been preferv>d. not blotted 
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out by ov En mies, not extirpated from the Farth, as if it had never 
been. We Have our Life from Him, our Food, and ail the Neceffaries 
of this Life; all that we have, we Receive from his Care. But fur 
Greatir tian all thefe, isthe Affair of our Salvation: And fhall He 
in this Forfuke us, aid Calt us off ¢ O Great Abfurdity! Tet grant 
that God bus Defertid, and Cat us off; Vibat then is the Canje of 
this Defirtion ¢ Is it any Wickcdncfs of our Uwn, or of our Parents, as 
the Chrijtian Aurehn, bath brought Examples, of fome otb.r Nations to 
shis Pursofe ¢ But He ought 1a be Punithed, who bath Committed the 
Fact. beldes, VVbo flall fay, that the ‘Time is now bxpiv’d, that God 
bad Avpointed, for the txecution of Such a Judgment upon Us? Who 
Knows, whithr He will Pleafe at lajt to Permit, that brs Will may 
be Diclared to Us ¢ Wien ia the Mattcr of Salvation, the Way of 
God Begins ; it knows no End, but Chattifemsnts, as thiy are Temporal, 
ja they are not Inflicied, but in Temporal Cafes. ‘Libis Judgment of God, 
frall, perbaps, kndure for Ever upon us 3 and fo fhall we in Vain Sick to be 
Converted, in Like Manner as our Forefathers ; Vibbum we Know tu have 
been Inflamed with Jo Great a Defire of Pleafing God, and yet Obtuain- 
ed They not any more Knowledge, than V¥bat we have at Prefcnt. 
And as for Us now, VVio Strive to be the Followers of Them in’ this 
Zeal, it woud be a Piece of Arrogancy, to Towk Better of our Selves, ov 
to Pretend to fet up Our Selves above them. but, you fay, VVe Live 
in Time: not in Eternity: In a State of Correction and Chajtifcment : 
qt of Abjection, and Everlafting Perdition, Well, let this be Granted, 
arc Others Bett.r than us ¢ Lf they ave not; How, and Wherefore 
doth the Goodnef{s, and Beneficence of God, take Notice of Them, and Pafs 
@s by 2 Shall not God to an Equal Work or Difpofition, Distribute an 
igual Proportion of Kindnefs ¢ Is it Suitable to his Goodne{s and Providence, 
iv take Care that Mon fhall be born and Live, that They may Sin and Pe- 
ri kverlattingly ; and to Afford Them no Means, or Remedy whereby 
They may be Saved, cven im their very Defire, fo Exoceding Earneft, 
with which we Know thet our Parents did Breath after Salvation, Ly 
a God Converfation ? We Believe and Confifs, that in Every Time and 
Age, God hath taken the Chicfeft Care of srr Eternal Salvation, For 
(a great a Time, therefore, His Care has A peared in Nothing, if we are 
én an Error as to This. Let it be Granted, that the Chriftians Knox 
more Things than We; but they are for the moft part, fuch as Belong 
to the VVorld, As for what Relates to the VVorthip of God, in This, 
we find Them even VVorfe than Our Selves :, and by Reafon of their 
Life, we have Abborred their Doctrine 25 Erroncous. Thus far the 
Minutes. 


This is all, we have hitherto Learnt, of this Conference; Only 
there is one Paflage further, which we had of Him, to whom the 
Minutes were given: vw. That when, upon QOccafion Given by 
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the Difcourfe, the Swedith Minifter, had Explain’d the Great Puri- 
ty and Uprightnefs of Life, Exacted by the Chriftian Do@rine 3 
the Indians Started back, as with much Zeal, Exprefling their Refent- 
ment of that Wickednefs, and Lewdnefs of Lite, which they faw 
Commonly in the Converfation of Chriltians, direétly Contrary to 
this Reprefentation ct their Religion, which, theretore, They could 
not Believe: Whence they Remonttrated againlt the Same in Words 
to this Effect ; Let mot the Chrijtign Aurehn think, that an Occafwn 
of Amendment aad of Revelation, bath been Afforded to Us, through 
the Lite and Doétrine of te Chrittians: For their Lives, bave Struck 
us with Impreffions of Horror at their Do@trine. 

We are in Hopes, of Receiving a more Particular Account of this 
Conference, and the Continuation of it; which fhall alfo be Impar- 
ted to the Publick, {0 tar as is Suitable to the Nature otf thefe Me- 
moirs : Being Conhdent that it will prove Intertaiming to the Curi- 
OHS.

i. T H A T no Member of the Houfe of Commons, have any Place, 
or Othce of Proht in the Government, which is not for Life; 
the Privy Council only Excepted. 

Il. That every fuch Member,as receives a Place for Life, or is made 
a Privy Counfellor, be Nominated to the Houfe, for their Leave 
and Approbation. 

HI. That the Antient Boroughs of Eagland, that are Difpeopled, be 
either calt into the Counties ; or the Number of the Electors otherwite 
Augmented, from the Neighbouring Villages, or Boroughs. 

IV. That New Corporations be Ere¢ted, in fuch Places,as are grown 
Rich and Populous, with Power to fend their Reprefentatives. 

V. That the Elections in Boroughs, be reduced every where to an 
Uniformity : And none Excluded from Voting, that have any thing 
to Lofe. 

VI. That whoever fhall accept a Bribe,or Promi{c, to gain his Vote, 
fhall be ever afterward Difabled from Giving it Again ; and Rendred 
Uncapable to be in any Place of Proft, or to be a Witnefs, or to be 
upon a Jury, either in Criminal or Civil Cafes ; unlefs he do, the 
very next Seifions after, Difcover the fame; that fo the Perion, or 
Perions that are Guilty, may be Profecuted in Parliament.
